Resolved^  That  this  Con- 
vention recommend  the  establishment  of  a  Male  and  Female  Classi- 
cal Institute  in  the  town  of  Rockford,  Surry  county,  N.  C,  to  be 
called  the  Rockford  Male  and  Female  Institute,  to  be  subject  to 
such  provisions  as  its  friends  may  deem  proper. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  was  presented 
and  read  by  Rev.  T.  Meredith,  and  on  motion,  adopted  and  ordered 
to  be  published. 

The  Report  on  Periodicals  was  presented  and  read  by  Elder  M. 
May,  and,  on  motion,  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  published. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Tracts  was  presented  and  read 
by  Elder  D.  S.  Williams,  and,  on  motion,  accepted  and  ordered  to 
be  published. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  en  Education  was  presented  and  read 
by  Professor   W.    T.    Brooks,    and   after  remarks    by    Elder  J.  J.

At  ten  o'clock 
a  sermon  was  preached  by  Elder  T.  Meredith,  from  Mat.  16  ch.  26 
>erse. 

The  Conventional  sermon  was  preached  by.  Elder  William  Joneb, 
Agent  oi'the  Convention,  iVom  2  Corinth ianj>'9^1i  vs. 

The  objects  oi'the  Convention  were  then  expkxiued  by  lion.  A. 
Dockery,  when  a  public  collection  was  taken  up  in  aid  of  its  funds, 
amounting  to  $32  06. 

After  an  intermission  the  services  were  closed  by^a  sermon  from 
Elder  J.  J.  James,  from  Acts  17:  29  and  30,  followed  by  brief  ex- 
hortations from  Elders  Dodson  and  May.  A  large  coftgregatiou 
Avere  in  attendance,  most  of  whom  listened  to  the  word  of  life  with 
marked  attention,  giving  evidence  of  their  interest  in  those  impor- 
tant truths  which  pertain  to  eternal  life.  ,      :

Monday  mornirig,  Oct.  15. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment,  and  its  proceed- 
ings were  opened  after  religious  exercises  conducted  by  Rev.  John 
llobertson. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  read  bj 
the  Secretary. 

Brother  K.  Thompson  from  the  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools 
made  a  report  which  was  read  and  accepted. 

Elder  B.  Bruce  from  the  Western  Convention  offered  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which  was,  after  remarks  by  him,  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  as  much  inconvenience  has  long  existed  in  our  de- 
nomination for  want  of  a  suitable  and  general  Hymn  Book,  we  are 
now  glad  to  recommend  to  our  churches  for  their  spiritual  edifica- 
tion in  devotional  exercises,  the  Baptist  Hymn  Book,  by  Elder  Wra. 
C  Buck,  as  published  by  Messrs.  Monsorat  &  Co.,  Louisville,  Ky., 
believing  it  to  possess  superior  advantages  to  any  now  in  use  a- 
mong  us. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Elder  Wm.  Jones,  Gen- 
eral Agent  of  the  Convention,  made  a  report  recommending  his  re- 
appointment for  the  ensuing  year,  which  was  unanimously  concur- 
red in  bv  the  Convention. 


The  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary, and,  after  a  slight  amendment,  approved  by  the  Convention. 

The  letter  from  the  Liberty  Association,  was,  on  motion,  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

On  motion.  Elder  D.  S.  Williams,  and  brethren  J.  W.  Martin 
and  Matthew  R.  Moore  were  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate 
Delegates  to  attend  the  next  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention to  be  held  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  commencing  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  May,  1849 — who  reported  the  names  of  J.  J. 
James,  T.  Meredith,  William  Jones,  John  Kerr,  N.  J.  Palmer,  E. 
Dodson,  N.  A.  Purify  and  John  Robertson,  who  were  unanimously 
appointed  as  Delegates. 

Elder  N.  A.  Purify,  from  the  committee  on  Finance,  made  a  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  have  2000  copies  of  the 
Minutes  of  this  Convention  printed  and  circulated,  and  was  allow- 
ed $25  for  his  services  the  past  year. 

On  motion  of  Elder  D.  S.  Williams,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
funds  received  by  the  Raleigh  Association  for  the  support  of  Elder 
M.  T.  Yates  and  wife,  Missionaries  to  China,  and  all  other  funds 
raised  in  the  State  for  the  support  of  Foreign  Missions,  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Southern  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  Rich- 
mond. 

On  motion  of  Elder  J.  J.  James,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Southern  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  Richmond 
be  respectfully  requested  in  future  not  to  appoint  Agents  for  this 
State,  without  consulting  this  Convention  or  its  Board  of  Mana- 
gers. 

On  motion,  the  application  from  the  Wake  Forrest  church,  for 
aid  to  brother  Kimbrough  Thomson,  a  licentiate  of  the  Mount  Airy 
church,  in  obtaining  an  education  at  Wake  Forrest  College,  was 
taken  up.  After  an  examination,  at  the  request  of  the  President, 
by  Elder  Meredith,  and  the  relation  of  his  christian  experience, 
his  call  to  the  Ministry,  and  his  approval  of  the  doctrines,  ordi- 
nances, and  dicipline  of  the  Baptist  church,  also  remarks  by  Elder 
John  Robertson,  Professor  Brooks,  and  Elder  Elias  Dodson,  in  re- 
lation to  his  christian  conduct  and  his  application  to  his  studies,  he 
was  unanimously  received  as  a  beneficiary  of  the  Convention  for 
twelve  months. 

The  application  from  the  Mount  Zion  church,  in  Granville  coun- 
ty, N.  C,  in  behalf  of  William  S.  Hopgood,  a  licentiate,  to  be- 
come a  beneficiary  of  this  Convention  in  obtaining  an  education, 
was  then  taken  up.  He  was  also  examined,  at  the  request  of  the 
President,  by  Elder  T.  Meredith,  and  after  the  relation  of  his  christian 
experience,  call  to  the  Ministry,  and  approval  of  the  doctrines,  or- 
dinances and  discipline  of  the  Baptist  church,  and  remarks  by  Elder 
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William  Jones  respecting  his  christian  character,  he  was  unanimous- 
ly received  by  the  Convention  as  one  of  its  beneficiaries  for  twelve 
months. 

On  motion  of  Elder  T.  Meredith, 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  and  requested  to 
borrow  a  sufficiency  of  money  to  pay  off  all  the  present  liabili- 
ties of  the  Convention. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Convention 
was  offered  by  Elder  William  Jones  : 

Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  church,  by  contributing  at 
one  time  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Conven- 
tion, may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  continues  a  member 
in  good  standing  in  the  Baptist  church  to  which  he  belongs.  Also 
by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time,  or  in  instal- 
ments, may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  upon 
the  same  conditions  : 

The  amendment  was  read,  and  after  remarks  by  Elders  James, 
Meredith,  and  Brother  N.  J.  Palmer,  it  was,  on  motion,  referred  to 
a  committee,  consisting  of  A.  Docker,  T.  Meredith,  J.  J.  James,  N. 
A.  Purify,  William  Jones,  and  W.  T.  Brooks,  to  consider  of  the 
same  and  report  to  the  next  session  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Bother  N.  J.  Palmer, 

Resolved,  That  a  letter  be  addressed  by  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary to  the  churches  having  Beneficiaries  of  the  Convention,  re- 
spectfully requesting  them  to  raise  all  the  funds  they  can  in  aid  of 
their  support. 

On  motion  of  the  same,  it  was  unanimously 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due,  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  Brethren  and  citizens  of  Rockford  and  vi- 
cinity, for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  extended  to  its  members 
during  the  session  of  the  Convention.

Form  of  an  Auxilliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Pub- 
lication AND  Sunday  School  Society  : 
Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Publication  and  Sunday 
School  Society  of  Church  or  town,  the  objects  of  which 

shall  be  the  encouragement  of  the  circulation  of  religious  book* 
and  tracts,  and  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  Sabbath  Schools 
and  Libraries. 

2.  This  Society  shall  be  auxilliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Publication  and  Sunday  School  Society,  and  its  officers  shall  be  a 
President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Librarian, 
who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

3.  The  President^  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents, 
shall^  preside  at  its  meetings.  The  Secretary  shall  record  its  pro- 
ceedings ;  the  Treasurer  receive,  keep,  and  disburse  its  funds,  ac- 
cording to  the  order  of  the  Society ;  and  the  Librarian  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Library. 

4..  The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Agent  or  Trea- 
surer of  the  parent  State  Society,  one  half  to  be  returned  in  books, 
at  cost  prices,  and  the  other  half  devoted  to  the  aid  of  destitute 
Sabbath  Schools  and  neighborhoods. 

5.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  or  oftener,  at  the  call  of  one  or 
more  of  its  presiding  officers.  At  the  annual  meetings  some  one 
shall  be  selected  to  address  the  Society,  or  preach  a  sermon  before 
it. 

6.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  contribu- 
ting annually  to  its  funds,  or  a  life  member  by  the  contribution,  at 
one  time,  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

Report  on  Sabbath  Schools- 

Your  committee  on  Sabbath  Schools,  respectfully  report  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  great  importance  of  Sabbath  Schools  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  Society,  is  now  almost  unirersally  acknowledged.  There 
may  be  a  few  who  oppose  them,  but  they  are  those  who  never  enjoyed 
their  advantages.  We  regret,  however,  to  have  to  report,  that,  from 
the  information  we  have  been  able  to  collect,  this  important  institution 
has  been  greatly  neglected  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the  churches 
generally,  are  far  behind  their  duty  in  imparting,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
vhe  young  a  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

Our  Missionaries,  Robertson  and  Dodson,  inform  us  that  they  have 
established  several  Sabbath  Schools  during  the  past  year,  but  they 
have  been  greatly  neglected  for  the  want  of  teachers  to  take  an  inte- 
rest in  them,  and  keep  them  up  when  established.  Members  of  the 
church  should  take  more  interest  in  this  institution  ;  they  should  re- 
member that,  in  order  to  do  good,  they  must  deny  themselves. 

The  youth,  while  thus  engaged,  is  secure  from  the  temptations  which 
so  frequently  beset  that  particular  age  ;  and  he  not  only  acquires  a 
knowledge  of  the  holy  Scriptures,  but,  by  associating  with  Christians, 
he  is  immediately  led  to  inquire  what  he  must  do  to  inherit  eternal 
life. 

Some  of  the  most  useful  men  that  were  ever  in  the  Baptist  church, 
were  zealous  advocates  of  Sabbath  Schools.  Fox  established  Sabbath 
Schools.  Hughs,  one  of  the  originators  of  the  Bible  Society  in  Eng- 
land, spent  much  of  his  time  in  Sabbath  Schools.  Most  of  our  Mission- 
aries to  China  took  a  deep  interest  in  Sabbath  Schools  while  in  Ameri- 
ca. Dr.  Going,  one  of  our  most  eminent  ministers,  engaged  with  deep 
interest  in  Sabbath  Schools.

Your  committee  are  aware  that  the  subject  of  Tracts  has,  from  time 
to  time,  been  written  upon,  and  spoken  of,  in  om*  religious  assemblies, 
and  all  that  can  be  said  has  been  said  in  their  favor,  and  no  one  is  dis- 
posed to  doubt  their  usefulness  to  the  generality  of  mankind.  Many 
arc  the  benefits  that  have  been  derived  from  the  distribution  of  tracts, 
and  many  precious  souls  have  been  snatched  from  ruin  by  the  reading 
of  a  simple  tract. 

The  advantage  that  Tracts  have  over  many  of  the  efforts  that  are 
now  put  forth  for  the  good  of  men  is,  that  they  can  be  circulated  among 
that  class  of  the  community,  and  in  the  very  haunts  of  sin,  where  the 
livins  witnoM  could  not  be  admitted. 


But  it  juay  be  said,  that  wo  ara  aware  of  tlio  great  good  to  be  derived 
from  the  distribution  of  Tracts  ;  but  where  are  we'  to  obtain  them  i 
We  answer,  from  the  Baptist  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Society. 
The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  sell  to  the  friends  of  religion  in  North 
Carolina  at  the  cheapest  rates  that  can  be  aflForded,  Tracts,  Biof^ra- 
phies,  and  other  publications  for  the  special  benefit  of  mankind.  These 
Tracts,  books,  &c.,  may  be  obtained  of  the  Depository  a^^ent  at  Ra- 
leigh. ° 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  followin'/  resolu- 
tion :  ° 

Resolved,  therefore.  That  our  churches  and  Missionaries  be  request- 
ed to  use  their  influence  in  circulating  Tracts,  &c.,  in  the  various  re- 
gions in  which  they  operate. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Report  on  Education. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Education,  a.sk 
leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

Education  is  of  paramount  importance,  and  demands  the  attention 
and  co-operation  of  every  friend  of  his  race.  Its  use  in  the  various 
departments  of  life  is  so  obvious,  and  its  practicability  so  universally 
conceded,  at  this  day,  that  we  deem  it  almost  unnecessary  to  insist  upon 
this  feature  of  the  subject. 

To  the  Ambassador  of  Christ,  a  thorough  education  is  necessary,  to 
enable  him  to  successfully  meet  and  repel  the  various  errors  which  are 
now  propagated  in  the  world.  The  prejudices  of  men  must  bo  bro- 
ken down— the  arguments  of  the  infidel  must  be  answered. 

How  is  this  to  be  done  .?  Not  by  mere  declamation,  but  by  close 
and  conclusive  reasoning ;  by  mind  acting  upon  mind  ;  by  beincr  able 
to  clear  the  subject  of  the  difliculties  in  which  it  may  be  involved  and 
to  present  it  in  such  a  clear  and  forcible  light,  that  the  judgment  will 
be  forced  to  submit. 

This  much  desired  object  can  be  attained  only  by  a  laborious  course 
of  study,  close  thmking  and  discipline.  The  days  of  inspiration  are 
past.  God  no  longer  holds  the  pen  of  his  Ministers,  and  tells  them 
what  they  must  say.  Men  cannot  receive  knowledge  intuitively  how- 
ever sacred  the  office.  "  Strive  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  truth,"  is  the  advice  which  Paul  gives  to  Timothy. 

VS^e  are  happy,  however,  to  say,  that  in  our  own  denomination,  a  very 
manitest  and  commendable  zeal  is  seen  in  the  efforts  which  are  now 
being  made  to  establish  schools,  both  male  and  female,  in  various  sec- 
tions of  our  country.  Your  committee  cannot  but  regard  this  as  a 
tavorable  token  that  those  prejudices  which  have  existed  with  regard 
to  education,  arc  now  about  to  give  way,  and  that  a  new  era  is  about 
to  dawn  upon  our  country. 

Allow  your  tjomraittee,  in  conclusion,  to  present  to  the  fostering  ears 
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«f  tbc    Convention,  and   to   the  Baptist   denomination  generally,  the 
Wake  Forest  College. 

This  institution  commenced  operations  in  Feb.,  1834,  and  from  the 
repeated  favors  which  God  has  shown  it,  in  pouring  out  his  holy  spirit 
upon  it,  and  from  the  patronage  which  it  has  received  from  various 
sections  of  our  State,  and  from  other  States,  we  are  led  to  the  conclu- 
sion, that  God's  hand  was  in  its  formation. 

By  the  liberality  of  some  of  its  friends,  the  College  is  now  nearly 
relieved  from  its  pecuniary  embarrassments,  which  have,  hitherto, 
Bomewhat  crippled  its  efforts  ;  and  will  soon  be  placed  on  a  firm  basis. 

The  institution  has  a  new  and  important  collection  of  minerals,  and 
a  chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus,  sufficient  to  illustrate  all  the 
important  facts  and  principles  of  Natural  Science.  We,  as  a  denomi- 
nation, must  sustain  our  own  institutions,  by  giving  our  money — our 
influence,  and  our  patronage.     Respectfully  submitted.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  foreign  field  for  Missionary  labor  has  never  been  so  extensive  or 
BO  full  of  promise,  as  it  is  at  the  present  time.  In  the  Burman  Em- 
pire, where  our  Missionaries  were  destined  to  toil  for  several  years, 
without  a  single  convert,  there  are  now  not  only  numerous  converts,  but 
churches,  and  even  Associations.  Native  Pastors  and  Missionaries  are 
numerous.  Revivals  of  religion  are  frequent.  Accessions  are  some- 
times made  by  thousands  ;  and,  in  some  respects,  the  Missionary  sta- 
tions and  districts  begin  to  exhibit  the  aspect  of  a  Christian  country. 

The  vast  empire  of  China  has  recently  become  accessible.  We  have 
several  Missionaries  now  laboring,  and  preparing  themselves  to  labor, 
in  that  field.  As  yet,  but  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  making 
converts,  or  raising  up  churches.  Still  the  people  are  anxious  to  hear 
the  gospel  preached,  to  receive  tracts,  and  to  be  otherwise  informed 
on  the  subject  of  Christianity.  The  hope  is  confidently  entertained 
that,  with  a  divine  blessing,  the  Gospel  will  be  cheerfully  accepted  by 
that  people,  and  that  the  whole  empire  will  speedily  become  subject  to 
the  dominion  of  Christ. 

Our  missions  in  Germany  have  also  been  greatly  prospered  of  late. 
Bro.  Oncken  and  others  have  been  instrumental,  not  only  in  cfiecting 
numerous  conversions,  but  in  constituting  and  sustaining  sundry 
churches.  If  we  recollect  correctly,  churches  of  our  faith  have  been 
established,  not  only  in  Germany  proper,  but  also  in  Pinissia  and  Den- 
mark. 

Other  denominations  have  been  perhaps  equally  successful.  In 
Turkey,  in  Prussia,  in  different  portions  of  the  East,  and  in  the  distant 
islands  of  the  sea,  the  Congregationalists,  the  Presbyterians,  and  oth- 
ere,  have  extensive  and  flourishing  Missions.  This  is  emphatically  a 
day  of  Missionary  enterprise.  Never  before  have  such  efforts  been 
made  to  subdue  the  world  to  the  dominion  of  truth.     Never  before  has 
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heathenism  been  so  resolutely  assaileJ  by  the  power  of  the  gospel,  or 
evinced  such  striking  indications  of  a  speedy  submission  to  the  reign 
ef  the  Savior. 

Under  such  circumstances,  Christians  find  the  strongest  encourage- 
ment to  labor  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  and  to  anticipate  the  ad- 
vent of  that  day,  when  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  become  the 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ.

Report  on  Home  Missions. 

The  committee  on  Home  Missions  make  the  following  report : 

This  institution  is  of  the  first  importance,  as  its  object  is  to  supply 
our  own  State  with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  the  moral  conquest 
of  the  world,  the  Home  Mission  is  to  be  a  mighty  auxilliary.  Its  ope- 
ration is  not  confined  to  North  Carolina,  but  embraces  the  territory  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Our  more  immediate  attention  is 
directed  to  our  own  State.  There  is  a  great  destitution  in  our  West- 
ern borders.  Besides  a  large  scope  of  country,  the  towns  of  Salisbury, 
Lincolnton,  Moxville,  and  others,  are  destitute  of  Baptist  churches. 
To  supply  the  great  destitution  in  our  State,  we  would  recommend — 

1st.  That  all  Missionaries  and  Agents  have  moderate  salaries,  be- 
cause most  of  our  resources  will  arise  from  agriculture,  the  produc- 
tions of  which  arc  always  fluctuating  in  value.  A  Missionary  can  af- 
ford to  labor  on  more  moderate  terms  than  a  pastor,  because  his  own 
board  and  that  of  his  horse  cost  him  nothing.  Perhaps  a  married  man 
should  have  some  more  than  a  single  man,  yet  his  wages  should  be 
moderate,  for  if  he  have  a  numerous  family,  he  will  have  several  large 
enough  to  assist  in  its  support.  If  he  has  a  small  family,  less  will  serve 
him.  If  all  have  moderate  salaries,  more  laborers  can  work  in  the 
field,  and  more  service  can  be  rendered.  vSuch  a  course  will  multiply 
friends,  diminish  enemies  and  receive  the  approbation  of  God.  JVow 
and  forever  let  us  avoid  extravagance  on  one  side,  and  cove/ousncss  on 
the  other. 

2d.  That  all  the  Missionaries  do  what  they  can,  not  only  in  collect- 
ing money  on  suitable  occasions,  but  in  preaching  to  the  churches  to 
support  their  pastors.  By  this  means,  all  the  pastors  could  go  into  the 
field,  and  aid  the  Missionaries  in  supplying  the  destitution.  One  Mis- 
sionary in  Kentucky  is  said  to  have  done  an  immensity  of  good  in  this 
way,  in  1838.     Let  our  Missionaries  follow  the  same  example. 

3d.  As  our  field  is  so  great,  and  our  resources  so  small,  not  only  in 
this  State,  but  in  the  Southern  States,  your  committee  would  recom- 
mend, after  the  exhaustion  of  all  the  means,  that  Ave  follow  the  exam- 
ple of  the  Presbyterians  in  supplying  towns  and  villages  with  the  Gos- 
pel ;  that  the  Ministers  obtain  a  portion  of  their  support  by  teaching 
school. 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  said,  your  committee  recommend  the 
churches  to  prav  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  la- 
borers into  his  harvest.  ELIAS  DODSON,  Ch'm

We  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance,  in  order  to  advance  the  Re- 
deemer's kingdom  on  earth,  and  the  interests  of  our  denomination,  that 
a  more  wide  and  extensive  circulation  of  good  religioas  Periodicals,  in 
some  way,  be  speedily  brought  about.  It  is  a  matter  to  be  deeply  re- 
"•retted,  that  the  dift'erent  religious  Periodicals,  and  especially  those  at 
home,  so  to  speak,  should  receive  so  little  patronage  among  our  breth- 
ren and  friends  within  this  State.  Old  North  Carolina,  with  her  forty 
thousand  Baptists,  a  large  number  of  friends,  and  only  one  religiou.s 
Periodical,  (the  Biblical  Recorder,)  only  furnishes  about  six  or  seven 
hundred  subscribers  to  that  most  valuable  paper.  Brethren,  these 
things  ought  not  so  to  be  ;  and  as  a  remedy  to  this  evil,  we  recommend 
that  each  subscriber  to  the  Recorder  consider  himself  a  sort  of  volun- 
tary agent,  and  do  all  he  can  to  get  one,  two  or  more  subscribers  the 
cnsuin"  year ;  also,  let  each  one  do  what  he  can  to  encourage  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Southern  Baptist  Re-s-iew,  as  proposed  by  the  Editor  of 
the  Recorder.  Brethren,  let  us  all  wake  up  on  the  subject  of  Period- 
icals, and  try  what  we  can  do  the  ensuing  year. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  3Iauager$. 

Ill  the  absence  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  is  providentially  detained 
at  home,  and  without  the  information  which  it  was  expected  he  would  oilcially 
communicate,  the  Board  can  only  furnish  such  facts  of  the  labors  of  the  past 
year,  as  their  limited  circumstances  on  this  occasion  have  enabled  luem  to  col- 
iecf. 

With  an  expression  of  devout  thankfulness  to  the  Father  of  mercies  for  the 
bounties  of  another  year,  and  especially  for  the  preservation  of  the  lives  of  the 
officers,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Convention, 
the  Board  will  proceed  to  communicate  directly,  such  information  as  Ihey  are 
able  of  the  changes  of  the  past  Conventional  year. 

Home  Mission  Department. 

The  Home  department  has  been  conducted  upon  the  plan  heretofore  pursued, 
and  with  encouraging  success.  Several  Missionaries  were  employed  at  the  kst 
Convention,  an  i  some  by  the  Board  since.  Their  labors  and  success  maybe 
seen  in  the  following  statements,  which  are  abridgements  of  their  several  re- 
ports. 

Elder  Mark  May  was  appointed  to  labor  in  the  bounds  of  the  Yadkin  Associa- 
tion, that  body  i)ledging  for  two-thirds  of  his  support.  In  a  report  made  to  the 
Board,  he  says,  "  1  have  labored  ten  months ;  travelled  2000  nniles  ;  preached  179 
sermons;  baptised  57  persons;  aided  in  the  constitution  of  one  church;  and  re- 
ceived from  the  churches  and  individuals,  $180  70." 

Elder  John  Ixobertson  was  appointed  to  labor  in  the  counties  of  Rockingham, 
Stokes,  and  Surry.  He  says,  "Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  1  have 
labored  as  Missionary  nine  months;  one  of  which  I  performed  gratuitously,  and 
one  in  consideration  of  a  letter  addressed  tome  by  an  unknown  person,  dated  For- 
ps':ville,N.  C,  and  signed  "Mary,''  enclosing  $-20,  and  requesting  me  to  labor  in 
Siokes  county. '  lie  adds.  "1  have  travelled  14S8  miles;  preached  90  sermon?  ; 
L'aplizeJ  12  persons;  attended  several  protracted  meetings  ;  assisted  in  the  consli- 
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lulion  of  one  cliurch  ;  and  have  received  for  domeslic  missions  $51  53  •  for  for- 
eijrn  missions  $;l   00  ;  and  forlhe  Bible  Society,  l   GO."  ^  ' 

Elder  D.  G.  Taylor  was  requested  to  labor  in  connection  with  Bro.  Koberlson 
from  the  lOlh  of  September  up  to  the  present  time.     He  states  that,  owin'^  to  <«ick 
ness  and  inclement  weather,  he  was  able  to  labor  only  21  days,  durin-  which  time 
he  Iraveiled  368  miles;  preached  18  sermons;  baptized  3  persons. and  assisted  in 
the  constitution  of  one  church. 

Elder  J.  J.James,  who  was  requested  by  the  Board  to  continue  his  labors  in 
Lrreensboro,  reports  that,  owing  to  the  pressing  nature  of  the  interests  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  and  other  things  which  devolved  upon  him,  he  has  been  unable  to 
supply  the  brethren  and  friends  in  Greensboro  with  regular  preachin'^  In  addi 
tion.  however,  to  some  other  labors,  he  has  held  two  protracted  mee(in^=:  assisted 
each  lime  by  Bro.  S.  Wait.  The  meetings  were  well  attended  by  theaiizens  of 
the  town  generally,  and  seemed  to  result  in  good  to  the  Baptist  cau^e  Several 
have  been  added  by  letter  and  experience,  and  one  by  baptism.  There  are  about 
15  members  in  this  town  who  are  formed  into  a  branch  of  the  Madison  church 
Ifaey  are  very  an.xious  to  be  supplied  with  regular  preaching,  and  request  that  the 
Convention  will  continue  to  assist.  They  expect  also,  shortly  to  procure  a  com- 
fortable house  of  worship.  He  also  adds,  that  Greensboro  is  a  ffourishin-  town 
of  2,000  inhabitants,  and  as  a  Missionary  station  promises  as  much  as  anv  other 
town  in  the  Slate.  /      '  • 

Elder  E.  Dodson  was  appointed  to  labor  in  the  bounds  of  the  Beulah  Associa- 
tion, thai  body  pledging  his  entire  support.     In  his  report  he  says  : 

"  Duriug  the  associational  year,  I  have  travelled  2550  miles,  preached  240  ser- 
mons, and  baptized  73  persons.  The  miles  travelled  are  fewer  than  in  ptecedin? 
years,  because  from  the  last  of  January  to  the  middle  of  April,  I  was  absent  on  a 
journey  to  and  from  Mississippi, 

1  have  obtained  for  the  Biblical  liecorder  16  subscribers;  for  the  Baptist  Guar- 
dian 47;  for  the  Southern  Baptist  3  ;  for  the  Christian  index6;  for  the  Alabama 
Baptist  4;  for  the  Mississippi  Baptist  1  ;  lor  the  Indian  Advocate  4;  for  the  Chris- 
tian Keview  1.  As  1  passed  through  each  State,  [  did  everything  I  could  for  the 
press,  because  my  experience  for  the  last  ten  years  has  taught  me  that  where  there 
was  an  indifference  to  the  press,  there  was  generally  an  indifference  to  all  other 
important  objects,  or  less  interest  manifested  in  them.  A  church  of  20  members 
if  5  of  them  take  religious  papers,  will  do  more  for  their  pastor  and  every  other 
benevolent  object  which  adorns  the  age,  than  a  church  of  100  members  who  have 
ten  times  more  property,  andwho  do  not  take  such  periodicals.— Some  excuse 
themselves  by  saying  they  are  unable  to  take  a  paper.  Such  persons  ou^ht  to 
reflect  that  the  art  of  printing,  which  pours  such  a  flood  of  light  upon  the  world 
IS  a  very  little  advantage  to  them,  if  they  are  willing  to  stand  so  far  in  the  rear  of' 
the  present  march  of  mind.  Any  man  in  good  health  if  he  is  industrious  and  is 
worth  $iOO,  IS  able  to  lake  a  newspaper.  An  intemperate  man  can  spend  8  or 
10  dollars  for  whiskey  to  destroy  his  reason,  and  why  cannot  a  religious  man 
spend  2  or  3  to  improve  his  mind.  If  a  man  says  that  he  has  not  time  for  such 
reading,  let  him  take  the  time  he  employs  in  jokes  and  tiivial  conversation  and  in 
the  course  of  the  week  he  will  have  sufficient  leisure  for  reading. 

f  attended  interesting  protracted  meetings  at  Cay  Fork,  Friendship,  Little  Yad- 
kin and  other  places. 

At  Leaksville.the  2d  Lord's  day  in  July,  I  attended  with  brethren  Taylor  and 
lloberlson  where  theie  were  7  converts. 

On  the  3d  Lord's  day  in  the  same  month,  1  attended  near  Wenlworlh,  willi 
brethren  Witherin/jton  and  Barnes,  where  there  were  12  converts. 

On  the  4lh  Lord's  day,  bro.  Neal  and  myself  commenced  a  protracted  meeting 
at  Hogau's  Creek,  M.  H.,  resulting  in  5  or  6  conversions.  " 

On  the  5th  Lord's  day  1  commenced  another  with  the  Beulah  church.  I  was  as- 
sisted by  bro.  Samuel  Wait.    There  were  6  conversions  at  this  meetin". 
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I  have  formed  some  Sabballi  Schools,  and  I  do  regret  that  there  is  so  much  in- 
difteretice  to  this  mighty  instiumentaliiy  for  doing  good  among  Uie  rising  genera- 
tion. 

I  have  received  $20  45, 

If  the  months  of  August  and  Octeber  were  devoted  exclusively  to  protracted 
meeting?  with  ll)e  exception  of  one  day  each  week  for  rest  (which  might  be  Fri- 
day or  Saturday)  much  good  mighi  !;e  accomplished." 

The  services  of  Elder  \Vm.  Jones  were  secured  early  in  the  present  year,  as 
general  agent  o'.  the  Convention,  since  which  time  he  has  been  occupied  with  the 
duties  of  his  appointment.  He  has  visited  most  of  thcchurches  and  Associations 
in  the  Eastern  and  middle  portions  of  our  State,  and  has  been  successful  in  raising 
an  amount  ot  funds  which  it  is  hoped  will  meet  the  present  liabilities  of  the 
Board.  For  particulars  the  Convention  is  referred  to  bro.  Jones' own  report  of  his 
labor. 

In  concluding  this  interesting  and  important  part  of  our  labors,  the  Board  feel 
that  while  there  is  much  to  encourage  in  the  home  field,  from  the  past  success  of 
our  Missionaries,  the  great  destitution  which  still  exi-sts,  calls  upon  us  in  the 
most  imperative  manner,  to  increase  our  exertions  to  give  to  the  destitute  of  our 
Slate  the  preached  word.  The  Board  would  also  respectfully  iiivite  the  attention 
of  the  Convention  to  the  importance  of  establi.stiing  Missionary  stations  in  the 
towns  and  villages  in  our  State  where  there  are  no  Baptist  churches.  Without 
consuming  time  to  ofTer  the  reasons,  they  can  but  be  persuaded  that  the  importance 
of  the  subject  will  at  once  commend  itself  to  the  consideration  ot  the  Convention. 

Foreign  Mission  Department. 

In  reference  to  this  branch  of  our  labors,  it  is  needful  only  to  make  a  few  sim- 
ple statements.  Our  Foreign  Missions,  as  conducted  by  the  Foreign  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  are  progressing  as  ra|)idly  as  we  could  reasonably 
expect,  both  in  Asia  and  Africa,  but  more  particularly  in  the  latter.  Bro.  Yates 
and  his  wife  arc  prosecuting  their  studies  preparatory  to  teaching  the  heathen  with 
encourasiing  success,  and  expect  ere  long  to  be  able  to  preach  Christ  to  the  inhab- 
itants of  Shanghai. 

The  Raleigh  Association,  a  constituent  body  of  this  Convention,  still  continues 
to  manifest  a  noble  zeal  in  sustaining  them  by  their  contributions.  Other  donations 
are  also  made  to  this  object,  besides  an  e.>:press  agency  appointed  in  this  State* 
by  '.he  Foreign  Board  in  Richmond,  Va. 

Education  .Depariment. 
During  the  past  year  two  beneficiaries  under  the  patronage  of  the  Convention 
have  been  studying  at  Wake  Forest  College.  These  young  brethren  are  making 
regular  progress  in  their  studies,  and  one  of  them  expects  tograduate  next  summer. 
The  Board  are  happy  to  state  that  the  amount  which  was  due  last  year  in  this 
department,  has  been  paid  off,  and  there  are  some  funds  now  on  hand,  which  may 
be  appropriated  toward  increasing  the  number  of  our  beneficiaries.  All  of  which 
is  respectfully  submitted,  in  behalf  of  the  Board.
